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Foreword 


Arms Control and Security Policy Framework 


The promotion of international peace and security is a key Canadian foreign policy 
objective. Indeed, it constitutes one of the three pillars of the government’s 
comprehensive foreign policy statement of 1995, Canada in the World, namely “the 
protection of our security, within a stable global environment.” To that end, Canada 

is a Major proponent of arms control and disarmament agreements, as well as measures 
to promote transparency and build confidence at the regional and global level. 


Canada’s policies recognize the right, enshrined in the United Nations Charter, of all 
nations to provide for their legitimate self-defence. At the same time, however, Canada 
believes that excessive accumulations of arms can have a destabilizing effect on both 
the regional security situation and global order. 


Canada is actively working to promote greater transparency in the trade of conventional 
weapons. This annual report on the export of military goods from Canada has been 
issued by the Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade (DFAIT) for each 
of the past eight years, beginning with the year 1990. We have endeavoured to improve 
the report throughout; for example, with the 1996 report we enhanced the level of detail 
and transparency by providing additional information about the types of goods exported. 
We look to other countries to pursue similar efforts. 


An important element in international efforts to promote greater transparency and 
responsibility among supplying countries with regard to the trade in conventional arms 
is the Wassenaar Arrangement. Formed in 1996, the Arrangement seeks to ensure 
regional and international peace and security by preventing destabilizing accumulations 
of conventional weapons and dual-use equipment. Canada was a founding member of 
this group, which currently includes 33 countries. 


Canada was an advocate of the creation of the United Nations’ Register of Conventional 
Arms in 1991 and was also a founding contributor. We have supported its continued 
development and expansion through our participation in the work of the Group of 
Governmental Experts on the United Nations’ Register convened by the Secretary- 
General in 1994 and in 1997. The United Nations’ Register records information on 
imports and exports under seven major categories of conventional weapons systems. 
In any one year, more than 90 countries make submissions to the Register; of these, 
about 70 do so consistently. This includes all major arms exporters and most major 
importers, providing a reasonable representation of most geographical regions. By 
capturing over 90 percent of the international trade in major conventional weapons, 
the Register has become an important and authoritative source of information. 
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In all, 138 states have submitted data for at least one of the UN Register’s reporting 
years. Canada is one of a number of countries that also voluntarily submit data on 
military holdings and procurement through national production. These data go beyond 
the minimum currently required by the United Nations. We are working through the 
Group of Experts to further strengthen the Register by encouraging other countries to 
join us in submitting such data and to otherwise enhance their submissions through 
ensuring accuracy and completeness and the provision of any other relevant background 
information. 


In addition to our efforts at the United Nations to improve and expand the Register, 
Canada has taken a leading role in encouraging dialogue within regional organizations 
on the data submitted to the Register. Our hope is that these discussions will bring an 
understanding of the reasons underlying military procurement, build confidence and 
thus promote restraint in arms spending. We have been successful in this regard in 

the Organization of America States (OAS) and the Organization for Security and 
Co-operation in Europe (OSCE). Such dialogue could also lead to the development 

of regionally based registers that respond to the specific concerns and conditions of 
each region. In addition, in 1996 Canada played an important role in developing a set 
of United Nations Guidelines on International Arms Transfers and has also agreed to 
the OSCE’s 1993 Principles Governing Conventional Arms Transfers. Canada also 
welcomes the new European Union Code of Conduct for International Arms Transfers. 


The challenge of dealing with conventional weapons includes the problem of particular 
classes of weapons such as landmines and small arms. On the question of landmines, 
Canada can look back on the successful conclusion of the Convention on the Prohibition 
of the Use, Stockpiling, Production and Transfer of Anti-Personnel Mines and on Their 
Destruction at the December 2-4, 1997, Ottawa Conference. To date, 133 countries have 
signed the Convention. As 48 countries have now ratified it, the Convention will 
become binding international law on March 1, 1999. Canada has also ratified Protocols 
II and IV of the Convention on Certain Conventional Weapons, which regulates the use 
of landmines and other inhumane weapons. This instrument will remain an important 
one, particularly for those countries not yet willing to sign the Ottawa treaty. 


Canada, in co-operation with like-minded partners, 1s looking at ways to address the 
proliferation of small arms, which can undermine the security and development efforts 
of many developing countries as well as contribute to human suffering. We recognize 
that dealing with excessive accumulations of small arms is a complex problem that 
necessitates a co-ordinated and co-operative approach on multiple tracks and in a 
number of fora. 


Canada has been active in several fora including the United Nations, the OAS and the 
P-8 (the group of eight countries that participate in the political discussion at the annual 
economic summit) to promote international initiatives aimed at addressing aspects of 
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this problem. Canada signed the OAS’s Inter-American Convention Against the Illicit 
Manufacturing of and Trafficking in Firearms, Ammunition, Explosives and Other 
Related Materials on November 3, 1997, and is looking at action in other fora such as 
the UN Crime Commission. In addition to such efforts, which are aimed at controlling 
the supply of small arms, Canada is supporting practical on-the-ground projects to 
remove such weapons from regions of conflict, as well as exploring ways to promote 
effective disarmament, demobilization and reintegration of ex-combatants in post- 
conflict situations. 


Canada has also played an active role in efforts to counter the proliferation of weapons 
of mass destruction. For example, Canada helped secure the indefinite extension of 

the Nuclear Non-proliferation Treaty and lobbied other countries to ratify the 
Comprehensive Test Ban Treaty. Canada ratified the Chemical Weapons Convention in 
September 1995 and has now established a National Authority within DFAIT to serve as 
the focal point for liaison with the Convention’s international secretariat in The Hague. 
We are also working to strengthen the compliance provisions of the Biological and 
Toxin Weapons Convention. As part of Canada’s commitment to ensure responsible 
trade in goods and technology that might be misused to develop weapons of mass 
destruction, we are long-standing participants in several intergovernmental arrangements 
intended to co-ordinate and exchange information on exports of related technologies. 
These include the Australia Group, the Missile Technology Control Regime, the 
Nuclear Suppliers Group and the Zangger Committee. To signal its concern for the 
grave implications for global non-proliferation and disarmament — as well as for 
regional security — posed by the nuclear tests conducted by India and Pakistan in 

May and June 1998, Canada has taken a number of steps, including a ban on military 
exports to these countries. 


Export Control Policy and Implementation 


The control over exports of our own military goods and technology is an important 
complement to Canada’s broader arms control and disarmament efforts. Canada uses the 
definition of a “military good,” as it is obliged by international agreement to do, from 
the International Munitions List, which was developed and is routinely updated by the 
Wassenaar Arrangement. Canada has adopted this list as its official control list, 
contained in Canadian law in the Export Control List (ECL) as Group 2 (Munitions). 
It lists goods that are “specially designed or modified for military use.” Primarily 
civilian goods that may be sold to military end users (such as typewriters or civil- 
certified aircraft) were not included by Wassenaar (and, by extension, Canada), 
although strategically important goods with significant potential to enhance military 
capability are contained in the ECL Group 1 (Dual Use). Permits are required for the 
export of any military goods meeting the Wassenaar definition (such as a target pistol, 
a hunting rifle or a ruggedized radio), regardless of whether the foreign consignee is 

a private, non-military end user or a government and/or military end user. 
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Under current export control policy guidelines, Canada closely controls the export of 
military goods and technology to countries: 


@ that pose a threat to Canada and its allies; 

@ that are involved in or under imminent threat of hostilities; 
@ that are under United Nations Security Council sanctions; or 
® 


whose governments have a persistent record of serious violations of the 
human rights of their citizens, unless it can be demonstrated that there is 
no reasonable risk that the goods might be used against the civilian 
population. 


Permits are required for the export of military goods and technology to all destinations 
except the United States. The approval of the Minister of Foreign Affairs is required for 
the export of all controlled goods deemed to have an offensive capability, unless they 
are destined to a member of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) or to 

one of a small group of specified like-minded countries. The Minister is also consulted 
about cases involving non-offensive military goods and technology, should concerns 
exist about any of the above-mentioned criteria. Before the Minister’s approval is 
sought, extensive consultations are held among human rights, military and industry 
experts at DFAIT, the Department of National Defence, Industry Canada and, where 
appropriate, other government departments and agencies. These consultations involve 
reviewing the latest information and best policy advice on Canada’s defence and 
industrial relations with the recipient country; regional peace and stability, including 
civil conflict; and the human rights situation, including trends (i.e. are there signs of 
improvement or is the situation deteriorating?). Careful attention is also paid to end-use 
documentation to ensure the goods are indeed going to a legitimate end user and will 
not be diverted. 


Canada imposes strict controls over the export of firearms, particularly automatic or 
assault weapons which are allowed to be exported only on a government-to-government 
basis to a small group of 13 countries with which Canada has concluded 
intergovernmental defence, research, development and production agreements. These 
countries, which make up the Automatic Firearms Country Control List (AFCCL), are 
listed in Annex 1. 


The vast bulk of firearms export applications do not involve such modern military 
weapons, but rather firearms that are controlled only because they fall under the 
Wassenaar definition. Often these weapons will in fact be used for sporting purposes 
(such as hunting and target shooting) or are World War I or World War II firearms 
sought by collectors and re-enactors. All require permits, and for most destinations the 
Minister is consulted. Because many of these Canadian firearms are exported to private 
end users, we want to satisfy ourselves that they do not slip into the illegal arms trade 
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or fuel local lawlessness or violence. Information may therefore be sought — from 
our embassies abroad and from other sources — about the end user as well as about 
destination countries’ firearms control laws and procedures. We want to know not only 
what protection local laws offer, but also how strict enforcement is, and whether these 
requirements are open to corruption. 


All applicants seeking export permits for firearms are now required to produce an 
import permit, or some equally valid assurance, that their shipment will be allowed into 
the destination country. This ensures that firearms do not leave Canada without an 
assurance that they will be allowed into their country of destination and that the 
recipient will, indeed, be permitted to take possession of them. It is also in keeping with 
the spirit of the OAS convention on firearms and explosives. 


Military Export Statistics 


The statistics on military exports in the following tables are obtained from reports filed 
by exporters on the actual shipments they have made against each of the permits issued 
to them under the Export and Import Permits Act (EIPA). These reports list the country 
of destination and describe the goods and their value. Further information from the 
original permit application, including the identities of the potential exporter and 
consignee and details of transactions, is commercially highly sensitive and is provided 
to DFAIT in confidence. This information is protected to ensure compliance with 
reporting requirements. Last year, however, the exporting community agreed that the 
level of detail in this report could be expanded to include the uses and generic types of 
goods involved. The exporting companies concurred that greater transparency would 
help eliminate misunderstandings about the nature of these exports. 


As noted above, permits are not required for the export of Group 2 items to the United 
States. This has been a long-standing policy arising from the integration of the North 
American defence industry during World War II. Statistics on military exports to that 
country are therefore not readily available and cannot be included in this report. 


Certain types of statistics on a wide range of Canadian exports to military users may 
be available from other sources, such as Statistics Canada or the Canadian Commercial 
Corporation. These, however, may include non-military goods such as food rations, 
commercial computers, building materials or other civilian equipment. Since there 

is no direct correlation between the commodity codes used by Statistics Canada and 
the ECL item numbers, and since each source uses different methods of compilation, 
no meaningful comparison can be drawn between the data from these sources. 


The internationally recognized standard for statistics on worldwide military trade is the 
above-mentioned United Nations’ Register of Conventional Arms. It confines itself to 
specific categories of weapons systems and does not include parts and components or 
the wide array of non-lethal support systems such as radar equipment, aircraft simulators 
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and software designed for military use that make up a large proportion of Canada’s 
military exports. According to the United Nations’ Register of Conventional Arms, 
Canada accounts for less than | percent of the world arms market. 


The 1997 Annual Report 


As noted above, the 1996 Annual Report introduced a new format for Table 3, whereby 
each ECL category was subdivided into three subcategories: complete weapons systems, 
firearms and ammunition; support systems; and parts and components. The weapons 
systems category includes such items as light armoured vehicles (LAVs) or artillery 
ammunition, as well as firearms; the support systems category embraces a wide variety 
of non-lethal support equipment such as simulators, sonobuoys, radar sets and radios; 
and the last category comprises all replacement parts and components for the other two 
categories. An additional column gives a short summary description of the goods. 


Table | illustrates the export of military goods by destination, according to the 
destination country’s membership in specific security arrangements. Table 2 illustrates 
the export of military goods by destination country, with comparative figures for 1996. 
Table 3 shows the kinds of military goods exported to each country. Table 4 displays 
the global value exported for each ECL category. NATO and AFCCL countries are 
listed in Annex 1. Annex 2 lists the present members of the Wassenaar Arrangement. 
Descriptions of the ECL categories referred to in this report are provided in Annex 3. 


The 1997 Annual Report includes the following noteworthy elements. Exports of 
military goods amounted to some $304 million in 1997, down significantly from the 
adjusted figure (due to late reporting) of $465 million exported in 1996. As in previous 
years, NATO and AFCCL countries accounted for the major share — this year 

71.6 percent — of Canada’s exports of military goods. Exports to all other countries 
comprised 28.4 percent. This is significantly higher than in 1996, but to a great extent 
reflects one or two large sales. 


Canada’s total military exports are modest by world standards. But in a sector where 
individual contracts may be very large, individual transactions may have a 
disproportionate effect on statistics. Major fluctuations in totals from one year to another 
frequently reflect the initiation or completion of one or two large contracts. As can be 
seen from Table 2, sales to Saudi Arabia dropped by $113 million, sales to Malaysia 
dropped by $15 million, and sales to Australia fell by $11 million. On the other hand, 
exports to Botswana rose by $13 million, and exports to Thailand increased by almost 
$10 million. Individual sales account for the bulk of these increases and declines. It is 
therefore important to consider the pattern of trade over a period of years rather than 
draw conclusions based on a jump or drop from any one year to the next. 


Similar fluctuations can be seen over the years with regard to firearms exports. Exports 
rose sharply in 1995, but have since been declining, falling by one third between 1996 
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and 1997. This, again, is a reflection of individual contracts. The bulk of sales by value 
have gone to two NATO partners; indeed, some $20 million of the reported $23 million 
in firearms exports in 1997 went to one destination.

Notes on Methodology 


The statistics in this Eighth Annual Report were prepared by the Export and 
Import Controls Bureau of the Department of Foreign Affairs and International 
Trade. The following should be noted regarding the statistical tables: 


1. As explained in the Foreword, the tables do not include exports to 
the United States, which are estimated to account for about one 
half of Canada’s exports of military goods and technology. 


. The dollar values shown on export permits are the authorized 
limits of potential exports and do not necessarily reflect actual 
export values. Therefore, in order to verify what shipments are 
actually made against each Group 2 (Munitions) permit, all permit 
holders are required to report on permit utilization on a quarterly 
basis. The Annual Report is based on that information. Permit 
holders are now required to report against each individual permit; 
this allows more precise data capture than in past years. 


“Military goods” are defined as goods specifically designed or 
modified for military use and regulated under Group 2 (Munitions) 
of the Export Control List (ECL). Descriptions of ECL Group 2 
items have been simplified, using layperson terminology, to 
provide greater understanding for the reader. 


Figures reflect information received as of the date of this report. 
Late entries will be reported in future editions. For example, the 
totals for 1996 have been revised to reflect additional information 
received since publication of the 1996 Annual Report.
